Paying the price 


THE two billion dollars in economic and military aid prom- 
ised to Israel by the United States this year means the 
equivalent of $9 paid by every American, man. woman and 
child, or. put another way, a $15 contribution from every 
one of America - s 130 million taxpayers. 

It is pointless to speculate about what good could be 
achieved in the world if this money could be raised and 
distributed for charitable causes. 

But. despite Israel's obvious discomfiture at having its 
demand for $3.5 billion in aid this year so drastically pared 
"down, many Americans ought to be asking themselves 
what this money is going to be used for. 


In the first instance, it will go towards purchasing 
another S 120 million worth of American missiles and mun- 
itions this year. This will be good news to the U.S. military- 
industrial complex, and no amount of fretting by the Carter 
administration about the (completely illegal) use to which 
these armaments might be put in south Lebanon is likely to 
succeed in getting anyone in power in Washington to think 
twice about approving the appropriation. 


If anything, the fact that the administration is main- 
taining aid to Israel at last year's level, with a $200 million

This U.S. aid procurement is no longer just an annual 
Washington ritual, of course; it is now sanctified as part and- 
parcel of the Camp David "peace process," under which 
the U.S. has committed itself to keeing the Israelis afloat in 
perpetuity; indeed, the $200 million loan will help the 
Israelis to relocate military bases from Sinai to the Naqab, 
closer to the Arab eastern front. 

Since 1973, the U.S. has showered Israel with some $20 
billion in economic and military aid. We feel that most 
Americans who are being asked to continue giving at this 
rate would be horrified if they knew what sort of inflated, 
expansionist monster this has created. But they appear not 
to know, and if anything these days most of them are 
probably persuaded by the argument that they are a.) pay- 
ing for "peace" and b.) helping to build a strong bulwark 
against the type of chaos which they see emanating from 
Iran. 

Israel has. as ever, skilfully orchestrated these delu- 
sions. while continuing by its actions to constitute the single 
greatest threat to pence in the Middle East. This game is 
getting costly, and increasingly perilous, not only for the 
victims of Israel's creative uses of American aid, but for 
those who are paying for them.

Altering Arab- Israeli' balance of power 
only way to just VI. E. peace, PM says 


AMMAN, Jan. 1 (JT)-The fol- 
lowing are excerpts from a wide- 
ranging interview with the Prime 
Minister. Sharif Abdul Hamid 
Sharaf, published in the latest edi- 
tion of the Paris weekly news 
magazine. An Nahar Arab and 
International, on the essential 

lines of the new government’s pol- 
icy. 

Q. Does the change in government 
mean a change in state policy, par- 
ticularly regarding Jordan's fore- 
ign policy and its position on the 
Camp David agreements? 

A. The change in government 
does not mean there has been a 
change in the basic tenets of Jor- 
dan's policy. I am referring to the 
commitment to Arab solidarity... 
and the commitment to a just 
peace based on clear principles, 
foremost among which is total 
Israeli withdrawal from all the 
occupied territories and securing 
the legitimate national rights of 
the Palestinians. 

These tenets are indisputable 
and incontrovertible. This gov- 
ernment hopes to actively and 
effectively seek Arab unanimity, 
continue to heal splits in Arab 
ranks and build the common 
institutions on which Arab sol- 
idarity is based and to contribute 
to channelling Arab action to the 
right course. 

Q. Concerning the Camp David 
agreements, the new American 
delegate to the autonomy talks has 
said that it was essential for the 
United States to mount a serious 
effort to convince Jordan to join 
these talks. Are there guarantees 
which, if given to Jordan, might 
make it join the talks? 

A. There have been no contacts 
between the government of the 
United States and the Jordanian 
government on Jordan's joining 
the talks in progress within the 
Camp David framework. The 
reason is clear: Jordan accepts 
neither the Camp David agree- 
ments nor the negotiations which 
are taking place within their 
framework. We believe that lhe 
so-called autonomy negotiations 
in progress between Egypt and 
Israel under the auspices of the 
United States are on a dead-end 
street in so far as they concern 
Israeli withdrawal, self- 
determination for the Palestinian 
people and their setting up an 
independent national entity on 
their national soil. 

The Jordanian government 
therefore rejects the entire 
framework and the participation 
of Jordan in these talks is not an 
issue... 

Q. In view of the fact that Jordan, 
as a state, cannot take part in the

Q. But is there not a fear that the 
inhabitants of the occupied ter- 
ritories may have formula for aut- 
onomy foisted on them without 
having had the opportunity to 
reject it at a time when the Arab 
countries have been unable to put 
forward an alternative solution? 

A. There is no alternative to two 
things: the Palestinian people in 
the occupied territories standing 
up to the implantation of set- 
tlements, and continued and full 
Arab support for their stead- 
fastness and building up Arab 
strength, which will serve to alter 
the balance of power between 
Israel and the Arabs: 1 mean will 
alter the political, economic, 
military, moral and material bal- 
ance of power. That is the only 
way to change the equation in the 
region and to open the door to a 
just peace. 

At the same time, the Arab 
nation must be active inter- 
nationally to gain support, to iso- 
late the position of the enemy and 
to present the Arab position with a 
constructive mentality and in a 
form that could attract support. 
Any deviation from this context is 
surrender to the will of the enemy 
occupying our lands and surrender 
to the major world powers which 
support the Israeli occupation, it is 
surrender to the attempt to split 
up the Arab nation. We must be 
aware of that and we must give 
free rein to the forces of stead- 
fastness and action in the Arab 
homeland. 

Q. It was decided at the Tunis con- 
ference to mount an international 
diplomatic campaign. How far has 
this campaign got? 

A. The Arab diplomatic campaign 
will be organised by Arab foreign 
ministers at their forthcoming 
meeting in the near future, in 
cooperation with the Secretariate 
General of the Arab League. The 
Arab foreign ministers have 
already laid the foundations for 
this, arrangements are in progress, 
and we hope that the ministers 
concerned will take action as soon 
as possible. 

Q. The working paper Jordan pre- 
sented at the Tunis summit 
focussed on the need for a special 
Arab oil policy for developing con- 
sumer countries. What is the basis 
of this policy, and is there an 
energy crisis in Jordan? 

A. The energy problem is com- 
plicated, whether at the inter- 
national or the local levels. Along 
with many non-oil producing 
Arab states, we in Jordan are suf- .

death. This spirit is portrayed by 
•the reapparition of Lady Macbeth 
garbed in a black cloak and a chil- 
ling mask, animated by a con- 
vulsing mad laugh.

Moving Visions was founded 
three years ago and started their 
activities in Northern England to a 
general population “knowing 
about dance as little as the audi- 
ence tonight.” This prompted a 
Shakespeare programme, because 
Shakespeare themes are familiar 
to everyone which should be con- 
ducive to the enjoyment of the 
medium of expression. 

Sue Little view's dance not only 
as a means of expression, but as a 
mode of therapy as well. When

Australians to be led by former captain 


SYDNEY, Jan. I (R) — The Australian cricket selectors have 
turned to former test captain Ian Chappell to lift the side out of the 
doldrums. Chappell was named in the 13-man squad from which 
the team will be chosen to play England in the second test in 
Sydney beginning on Friday. Chappell’s return to the test scene 
comes despite the fact that he is under the cloud of a six weeks 
suspended sentence for misconduct following incidents in the 
recent match between South Australia and England in Adelaide. 
Earlier he incurred the wrath of the Australian cricket board 
(ACB) with a three weeks suspension following an umpire’s 
report on his conduct during a match between South Australia 
and Tasmania.
